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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Toshikazu does not teach 
"in a large corpus, identifying geo-textual correlations among readings of 

... toponyms". On the contrary Toshikazu's teaching at paragraph 0079, referring link text 17 includes both the co-occuring word Tokyo 
and Osaka. However, since they are geographically close to each other, i.e they will have readings that are close to each other. Therefore 
the words Tokyo and Osaka are statistically close to each other within the same text of a document and will also have readings that are 
close to each other. As per claim 10 and 18, applicant also argued that Toshikazu does not teach "using the identified geo-textual 
correlation to generate a value for a confidence that ...location". On the contrary Toshikazu teaches at paragrah 0081 Osaka earns five 
points (value of confidence) compared to the others, similarly viewing Fig. 9, priority could be given on the interpretation that "Osaka" is a 
geographic location. Likewise at paragraph 0087 and Fig. 1 1 , Toshikazu teaches incrementing the value which reads on applicants 
teachings of boosting the value of confidence.
